The conveying of letters. and. pac- 
kets with expedition from: one town, 
or one part of the country, to another, 
as well as that of furnifhing horfes tor 
gentlemen riding poft, was, I believe, 
at firit fet up by private men, for their 
own particular emolument, and in 
great cities or market towns was pro- 
bably fet up by feveral..different men 
every one of whom endeavoured as 
ufual to ingrofs the trade to himfelf 
alone; for which purpofe fome of them 
who had intereft atcourt, obtained the 
appellation of being the king’s poft maf- 
ter, or the king’s»poft houfe, which 
in this‘trade had greater effect, than 
it can have in any other, becaufe peo- 
ple cannot judge for themfelves, they 
muft depénd upon: the character of 
the perfon they employ, by which 
means the appellation became really 
profitable, and.of courfe was upon 
every occafion warmly follicitetl, and 
contended for. 

Upon the reftoration of king Charles
